“This lack of confidence was the 
result of the way the officers of 
this institution had allowed the 
priceless relic of the Langley ma- 
chine of 1903 to be taken out of 
the museum in 1914 and the o - 
nal materials of its structure to 
mutilated for the purpose of pri- 
vate parties to a patent litigation. 

“The machine now hanging in 
the museum ie not the origina! 
machine, but Is mostly a new ma- 
chine with many of the restored 
parts of different construction 
from the original. 

“I could not de gure that our 
machine, if given to this institu- 
tion, would be any safer from mu- 
tilation than Langley’s has been. 
or that the label put on it would 
be any more true than the label on 
his. Our machine still possesses 
its original parts with only a few 
replacements made necessary by 
an accident after {te fourth flight 
on December 17, 1903 and by 
slight damage suffered in the Day- 
ton flood of 1913. 

“IT do not feel at all easy about 
the machine where it is. It is now 
safe from flood, but is liable to 
fire. This uneasiness together with 
entreaties from friends in n- 
gland. led me to offer it to the 
Times Museum of South Kensing- 
ton, where there already exists an 
interesting exhibit of historic ex- 
periments in aviation.

Programs for Better Use 
of Lumber to be Advanced 
in Conference 


A NIGHT em 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—Pro- 
grams already adopted for better, 
utilization of timber in the United 
States will de advanced tomorrow 
and Saturday at conferences be- 
tween trade leaders and Secretary 
Hoover. 

The meeting tomorrow will be 
the third annual assembly at the 
Commerce Department of a com. 
mittee representing the principal 
lumber associationg of the country 
to discuss the advisability of al- 
tering specifications already in ef- 
fect and to control dimensions and 
qualities of lumber. 

The Saturday meeting will be 
held for organization of a na- 
tional committee on wood utiliza- 
tion, just appointed by Secretary 
Hoover in accordance with plans 
laid down at a preliminary gath- 
ering last fall. 

Secretary Hoover ex s to 
point out to both meetings that 
the country's timber resources are 
being cut more than four times as 
fast as they are being replaced by 
new erowth. Savings already et- 
fected by the adoption of standard 
specifications, under the Com- 
merce Department's general pro- 
gram for simplified practice in m- 
dustry, are estimated to reach « 
total of $200,000,000 a year. 

The wood utilization committee 
will consider how these savings 
may be extended.

WASHINGTON, April 30. — Re- 
vision of the practices of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission begun in 
March was carried a step further 
today with the announcement of 
a tightening up of its rule govern- 
ing publicity given its activities. 
This was decided upon, officials ex- 
plained, to remove the last of what 
they hold to be just criticisms of 
the commission's practices by 
American business interests. 

Under the new publicity rule, to 
which Commissioner Thompson dis- 
sented, the commission will make 
no announcement of the issuance 
of a complaint until «fter fina! 
determination of the . When 
a case is settied by stipulation 
before a complaint is issued, it will 
make no announcement with refer- 
ence to it for publication at any 
The rules provide, however, 


time. 
that the papers in a case shall 
open for public inspection after the 
respondent has med an answer 
to the commission's charges. 

The revision made in March al- 
tered the commission's procedure 
to provide for informal settlement 
of trade disputes without issuance 
of complaints whenever possible, 
the granting of hearings before 
complaints are issued, and the con- 
sideration of cases only where the 
public interest is clearly involved. 

These revisions also were strenu- 
ously opposed by Commissioner 
Thompson, who was joined in his 
dissent at that time by Come 
sioner N nt. 

In his d nt today Mr. Thomp- 
son held that the new rule will 
permit star e der proceedings 
with the applicant not Informed as 
to what was taking place and will 
deprive a minority of the commis- 
sion of the right to express its 
views publicly. For these reasons, 
he said, the change is “wholly dan- 
gerous and perversive of the pub- 
lie welfare.”

NEW CHARGES IN 


SHEPHERD CASE 


Bribery Attempts Asserted as 
Inquest is Resumed 
Attorney and Detective Are 
Named by Witnesses 


Defendant, in Jail, Refuses 
to Attend Hearing 
A. NIGHT WIRE) 


CHICAGO, April 30.—The in- 
quest into the death of William 


McClintock, millionaire or- 


| phan, was resumed today with at- 
tempted bribery charges directed 
by witnesses agaisnt an attor- 
ney and a detective employed 
by William Darling Shepherd, 
young McClintock's foster father 
and principal heir, now facing a 
charge of murdering his ward. 

| Shepherd, who is in jail, de- 
jclined to attend the hearing, Al- 
though given an opportunity to do 
so, and was not represented by 
counsel. 

The charges of attempted brib- 
ery were made by Fart P. Clark, 
formerly employed by Charles C. 
Faiman, who conducts a school of 
science, and was indicted with 
Shepherd after stating Shepherd 
offered him %100,000 for typhoid 
germs to be administered to young 
McClintock. Clark said that I- 
Ham Scott Stewart, counsel for 
Shepherd, and John Jones a de- 
tective employed by Shepherd, had 
offered him $5000 to sign an affi- 
davit that the indictment against 
Shepherd was returned as the re- 
sult of evidence “framed by the 
prosecution.” He refused to do it, 
he said. 


EX-JUDGE TESTIFIES 

Former Judge Charies Cutting 
said that two women came to him 
six weeks before McClintock died 
and sald they were friends of 
Shepherd's wife. They said that 
young McClintock was about to be 
married and they feared he might 
die and leave his foster mother 
penniless. Mr. Cutting said they 
asked him to tell McClintock that 
he did not appreciate his foster 
mother’s kindness. but that he re- 
fused to do so. They told him Mrs. 
Shepherd did not know of their 
visit. 

John F. Waters, another witness 
and an attorney, sald Henry M. 
‘Guthrie “who gets accident cases 
for attorneys” investigated for him 
and reported that Eva Nelson, one 
of the witnesses to MeClintock’s 
will in which he left nearly all his 
estate to Shepherd. sald she signed 
the document in the laundry aft- 
er Shepherd had breught it to her, 
and that on Shepherd had been 
present. 

NURSE WITNESS 

Mrs. Anna Beckford, who sald 
she was a nurse of William Me- 
Clintock sixteen years ago, testi- 
fied Shepherd had given her some 
medicine when ‘she had a cola. 
After taking the medicine, she said, 
she had symptoms which caused 
William's mother, Mrs. Emma Nel- 
son McClintock, to have her re- 
moved to a hospital. Mrs. Shep- 
herd, the witness testified. mani- 
fested displeasure at Mrs. McClin- 
tock’s interest. 

Mrs. Beckford said Mrs. McClin- 
tock seemed displeased when Shep- 


managing her affairs for her. When 
she returned, the witness said, Mrs. 
McClintock said she had had a lot 
of trouble she did not expect. 

Mrs. Leola Allard Day, a report- 
er, said Shepherd told her shortly 
after McClintock's death that a 
fortune-teller had told him sixteen 
years ago that she foresaw the 
of a boy who, she insisted, 
was his. 

Mr. and Mrs. J. A. Walker of 
Ottumwa, Iowa, are expected to 
testify tomorrow when the inquest 
is resumed relative to a report that 
Shepherd was observed to give 
medicine to Mrs. McClintock.

CHECK DAMS 
Describing the check dam, or 
“flood-spreading” dam asa a series 
of small dams erected in the up- 
per ends of canyons, Mr. Olmstead 
declared that this type of flood 
protection has proven its worth. 
Los Angeles county may spend 
the $35.000,000 bond issue for 
flood control, by the erection of 
large dams at the mouths of can- 
yons, he asserted, but if a sys- 
tem of check dams is not used 
also the money spent on big dams 
will be wasted. He told of the ef- 


fective use of check dams in 
Haines Canyon, near Burbank, 
where, he said, flood water not 


only is controlled but trees and 
undergrowth are increased mate- 
rially by the water that is held 
back. 


SCARCITY OF RAIN 

Col. H. B. Hersey, meteorologist 
of the Weather Bureau at Los A8 
geles, told of the relation of hu- 
midity to the forest-fire menace 
and promised the co-operation of 
the bureau in informing organiza- 
tions of dangers arising from lack 
of humidity. 

“The average rainfall for the

Col. Hersey declared that confer- 
ences such as is being conducted 
today will be valuable means for 
combatting forest fire menaces and 
in working out problems of flood 
prevention and reforestation.

In 100 years we have 
completely destroyed 436,000,000 
acres of our superior watershed.

Our short-sightedness is 
already costing us many billions 
of dollars a year in flood losses. 
wind-destruction losses, fire losses. 
navigation and crop losses. Many 
once navigable rivers are now a 
memory. Thousands of lakes. 
streams, brooks and springs are

“Throughout the country we 
burn off annually 650.000 acres of 
our watershed. In seven years we 
have denuded more than 4,500,000 
acres of our watershed. A hot 
ground fire will burn up in a mo- 
ment 600 years of nature's tireless 
effort. It takes 100 years for na- 
ture to make Aan inch of soll. 

“We must keep the fires out 
of our watersheds. We must ciothe 
them with forest cover by a 
wise forestation policy. Our water- 
sheds will protect us against 
drouth and floods, they will tem- 
per our winds and they will in- 
crease our production.” 


County Forester Stuart J. Flint - 
ham told of the work done by 
his department along the lines of 
fire prevention and reforestation. 
He described the great system of 
fire breaks the county has con- 
structed in the Sierra Madre Moun- 
tains. He also told of the new 
co-operative agreement arrived at 
between his department and the 
Federal forest service under 
George H. Cecil, Supervisor of the 
Angeles National Forest. The 
agreement provides for a very close 
co-operation between the county 
and the government in fire pre- 
vention m reforestation and 
fire fighting. 

The value ot the foreste of Call- 
fornia as a source of recreation, 
spiritual rejuvenation and as an 
irresistible attraction for the tour- 
lat was disc by Ernest Me- 
Gaffey of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California. 

Mr. McGaffey mentioned the 
work being done by the Automo- 
bile Club in helping to preserve 
the forest and developing its rec- 
reational features. “During the 
past three years,” said Mr. Me- 
Gaffey, the Automobile Club has 
distributed through its touring in- 
formation bureau more than 20,- 
000,000 maps, many millions of 
these bearing the warning, ‘Help 
Prevent Forest Fires." Its sign- 
posting department has erected and 
maintains 2600 warning signs in 
the forest preserves and along the 
highways adjacent to the reserves. 
The club sends out or delivers per- 
sonally many thousands of fishing. 
shooting, camping and outing maps 
and bulletins yearly containing 
warnings and advice on the dan- 
gers of fires in the woods and how 
to avoid them. 

“The recreational value of our 
forest’ is incalculable. Without 
our timber the streams will dis- 
appear and with them our fish.

UAYULE 

The mineral products of our mouh- 
tains, deserts and wildernesses have added 
hundreds of millions to the wealth of the 
‘Southwest. Mining experts and metallur- 
gists are always on the lookout for fresh 
sources of income from the rocks gnd sands 
and rubble in the great waste lands stretch- 
ing from the San Bernardino Mountains to 
the hills and deserts of Northern Mexico. 


So far, however, little commercial atten- 


of these desert regions. Yet the time may 
come when the researches of the botanists 
will extract the vegetable gold that nature 
has hidden away in the gaunt and twisted 
scrub and brush and cactus, impervious to

Chief among these plants with potential 
industrial value is the guayule, a dwarf 


Northern Mexico. This unsightly plant has 
stored away under its gray jacket the pre 
‘cious sap from which rubber is produced. 
In the State of Chihuahua an extensive rub- 
ber industry bas been carried on for some 
time by drying the plant and extracting the 
rubber from the bark and wood. 

| Though the Mexican crop in good years 
has amounted to 10,000,000 pounds, the proc- 


e | ess of extraction is at present too expen- 


sive to permit successful competition in the 
big markets with the rubber of the Far 
East. Yet Kari F. Kellerman of the United 
States Department of Agriculture has been 


e | investigating the guayule and sees in it a 


potential source of home-made rubber for 
the Southland. 

He says of the guaywie: Our experi- 
ments are conducted with a view to the de- 
velopment of a native rubber supply in case 
of an emergency which might be produced 
by a blight or some other cause in the Far 
Bast or Brazil. The guayule has already 
been commercialized in Mexico.”

In order to 
bring the whole situatian be- 
fore the denomination, the 
days immediately following 
Easter were designated as 
World Outlook Week and ev- 
ery church was asked to hold 
a series of group meetings for 
men, women and young people. 
For presentation in these 
meetings information was sup- 
plied giving a view of Baptist 
conditions and progress at 
home and in the eleven mis- 
sion fields where the denomi- 
nation is active. The observ- 
ance of this week was planned 
to give a real world outlook 
and to induce active support 
of the rapidly growing Baptist 
missionary enterprises. “As 
Christians and Americans,” 
runs the Baptist declaration, 
“we think there is a higher 
basis of international relation- 
ship than force or finance.

Picture Shows Founder of 


College, Father Ruppert as 
He Died in Alaskan Storm 


Forwarded from the Vatican in 
Rome, a remarkable photograph 
depicting the tragic death in 
Northern Alaska of Father Fred- 
erick Ruppert, founder and for- 
mer president of Loyola College, 
was received in Los Angeles yes- 
terday. The photograph, taken by 
one of the members of the eearch- 
ing party that discovered Father 
Ruppert's body, shows graphically 
how the padre perished in an Alas- 
kan blizzard and pictures his faith- 
ful lead dog watching beside his 
falien master until the body was 
found. 

Father Ruppert died a year ago 
last Christmas. A few days before 
Christmas he lett the Holy Name 
Miesion of the Jesuits in Northern 
Alaska with a dog team laden with 
gifts for an island orphanage. 
Days later a searching party found 
his bedy with his favorite dog 
crouched beside it. A photograph 
was taken and forwarded later to 
the Vatican. An Italian painter 
reproduced the photograph in oils 
and the painting now hangs in the 
missionary martyrs’ room of the 
Vatican. The photograph then 
was forwarded to Los Angeles, and 
was received yesterday by the Loy- 
ola College Building Fund 480 
ciation.
